laid in the very duft; * The Truth of Chrift, yea all 
the fundamentals of faith will be razed to the ground; 


and the power of godlineffe, will be utterly over- 
thrown; * Thoufands and ten thoufands of poor fouls 
which Chrift hath raafomed with his own bloud, fhall 
hereby be betraied, {educed, and endangered to be un- 
donetoalleternity? *Magiftracy,and Miniftery,and 
and Common-wealth, wi plucked upbythevery = 
roots.
